ran away into 
the darkness. 
'Phe train was d e la y ­ 
ed but about half an hour by the 
bandits, and at the end of that time 
Starr and his merry men were upon 
their horses and 
riding 
furiously 
aw ay through the woods.

Starr was transferred 
to 
D enver his bride remained a day 
at the Springs and then went back 
to her home in Jojilin, it is believed.

The country is anxiously awaiting 
the assembling of congress, for up­ 
on the correct solution of the finan­ 
cial problem depends to a great ex­ 
extent the prosperity of the masses 
of the people.

in the 
dark as to the opinions of the lead­ 
ers in the house and senate. 
The Vest free coinage bill was 
debated at length by the last con­ 
gress, and every argument made in 
its favor then 
applies with equal 
force now. 
So that the country will look 
to 
the eloquent orators who advocated 
free coinage 
under 
Harrison 
to 
preach the same doctrine in spite 
of Mr. Cleveland’s opposition. 
Principles do not change with the 
moon or with the tide. 
What was 
wrong and vicious in principle two 
years ago, is equally wrong in prin­ 
ciple now. 
Not only does the record of many 
of the senators 
and congressmen 
set at rest all question as to their 
position on the question now, but 
the secretary of the treasury has 
made eloquent and convincing ar­ 
guments in favor of free coinage of 
silver when he was serving as a 
member of congress. 
In 1878 when silver coinage was 
under discussion on the floor of the 
house, Mr. Carlisle made the fol­ 
lowing masterly 
argument in 
its 
favor; 


“ I know that the world’s stock of precious 
metals is none too large, and I see no reason 
to apprehend that it will ever become so. 
Mankind will be fortunate, indeed, if the 
annual production of gold and silver coin 
shall keep pace with the annual increase of 
population, commerce 
and 
industry. 
A c­ 
cording to my views of the subject, the con­ 
spiracy which seems to have been formed 
here and in Europe to destroy by legislation 
and otherwise from three-sevenths to one- 
half of the metallic money 
of the world 
is 
the 
most 
gigantic 
crime 
of 
this 
or any other 
age. 
The 
consummation 
of such a scheme would ultimately entail 
more misery upon the human race than all 
the wars, pestilence and famine that 
ever 
occurred in the history of the world. 
The 
absolute and instantaneous destruction of 
half the entire 
movable 
property of 
the 
world, including houses, ships, railroads and 
all other appliances for carrying on com­ 
merce, while it would be felt more sensibly 
at the moment, would not produce anything 
like the prolonged distress and disorganiza­ 
tion of society that must inevitably result 
from the permanent annihilation of one-half 
of the metallic money in the world.” 
This should set at rest all doubt 
as to Secretary Carlisle’s position. 
Knowing the 
“ conspiracy,” 
its 
purposes and the consequences that 
will follow its success, not all the 
power of Wall street can induce 
Mr. Carlisle to lend it a helping 
hand. 
The secretary is a democrat, and 
he very eloquently sets forth the 
democratic idea 
on 
the 
coinage 
question. 
Having digested the matter so 
thoFQUgnly, he will now lend his in­ 
fluence to break down the conspir­ 
acy which he denounced in such 
ringing terms.
